Administration Costs 
Of Wheat Board 

(Leduc. Representative) 

A recent news story in the Regina Leader-Post 
brings out some figures which may be of interest 
to our readers and for this reason we venture to quote 
it here. While the figures refer particularly to Regina, 
we imagine that they are equally applicable to this 
district or to any other area. 

The Regina paper points out that,.on the 1953-54 
wheat crop the average selling price was $1.73 per 
bushel (basis No. 1 Northern in store Fort William 
or Vancouver); the price to farmers in the Regina area 
was $1.39 V». Of the 33 V 2 cent spread, transportation 
accounted for 12 cents, handling charges, insurance, 
etc., 4y 2 cents; the remaining 17 cents was swallowed 
up by storage charges (10c per bushel per year) and 
administrative costs of the Canadian Wheat Board, 
etc. 

From a practical point of view,-it does not seem 
that too much can be done to ^reduce some of these 
items. We have no idea at all if the storage charges, 
handling charges, insurance, and storage charges are 
exactly what they should be--the fact remains that 
they are established by use over a large number of v 
years knd, “presumably if they were far out of line some 
farm organization would have publicised the fact. On 
this basis, we assume that they are reasonable and 
just. The only factor about which there is some room 
for doubt is the matter of the 7 cents covered under 
the classification "administrative costs of the Canadian 
Wheat Board, etc.” It must be obvious that an organi¬ 
zation of the size of the Canadian Wheat Board neces¬ 
sarily piles up a great deal of administrative expense— 
any attempt to cut these costs unreasonably low would 
probably result in loss of efficiency and, ultimately, 
in still lower returns to the growers. However, that 
is not to say there is not room for some economies in 
the matter of operation and administration. We have 
no clue as to what the costs of administration should 
be but the figure of 7 cents seems rather high. We ' t 
don’t know of many farmers who are advocating a 
return to the older system of marketing but it is pos¬ 
sible to pay too much for the security and advantages 
received. As the Regina paper points out, if only 
three cents a bushel could be pared from this 33 ^ 
cent spread, western farmers would have received 
some $12 million more than they did.

Home Economist’s Letter

Wild Fruits 

Perhaps one of these days you'll 
round up the whole family and go 
‘‘■berry picking” — here are some 
ideas you might find helpful when 
it comes to using these wild fruits. 

Saskatoons are flat unless acid 
added. The acid is needed also 
to gel the fruit. Rhubarb, tart 
apple or lemon juice has the desired 
effect. The sugar should not be 
added until the fruit is cooked as 
it has a tendency to harden the 
berries. When saskatoons are fresh¬ 
ly picked and made into pies a 


juice. Boil briskly, uncovered, re¬ 
moving scum as it forms. When 
two (kops form ana then flow to¬ 
gether, jelly stage has been reach¬ 
ed. Pour into hot sterilized Jars. 
Wild Gooseberry Jam— 

Three pounds wild gooseberries, 
three pounds sugar, one pound 
seeded raisins, three large oranges. 
Grate the rind of the oranges and 
add it and the juice to the washed 
and stemmed gooseberries. Then 
add sugar, raisins and just enough 
wa^er to keep tfie fruit from burn¬ 
ing. Cook slowly until thick, put 
in hot sterilized glasses and seal. 

Wild Gooseberry Catsup- 

Five pounds wild gooseberries, 
four pounds sugar, two cups cider 
vinegar, one and one-half table 
spoons cinnamon, one tablespoon 
cloves, one tablespoon allspice. 
Was had stem bernes, place in 
kettle and add sugar, vinegar and 
spices. Bring to boiling point, sim¬ 
mer gently foe about two hours. 
Pour into hot sterilized bottles or 
jars and seal.

for healthy storage than did the 
wine in the parable, according to 
Mr. William Lobay, Alberta's Su¬ 
pervisor of Pest Control. 

Mr. Lobay goes on to point out 
that moisture is another menace to 
stored grain. The grain will heat 
and go out of condition. The repair 
of present buildings must be care¬ 
fully checked for leaky roofs, doors, 
or other spots where snow or rain 
might enter. Weather proof ventila¬ 
tors should be installed on any 
buildings used for temporary or 
permament storage, urain normally 
"sweat?” and this moisture must be 
removed from the buildings. 

Granaries must ee ce-conditionei 
to prevent grain lodging In cracks. 
The walls and floors, advises Mr. 
Lobay, should be thoroughly clean¬ 
ed and sprayed with a 1 % lindane 
solution. If old infested grain is 
covered with new grain the Infest¬ 
ation will spread throughout the 
pile. 

A granary with a wooden floor, 
well above the ground, is best for 
grain storage. There should be> a 
thorough clean up of discarded and 
spilled grain around the storage
